No, 3/4/86-Public.—In the death of Shri Chandra Shekhar Singh on the 9th July, 1986, the nation 
has lost a great patriot and a seasoned administrator. 

2. He was bom on the 17th August, 1927 at Bangrahata Village, Samastipur District, Bihar. He 
took his M.A. Degree from Patna College. He participated in the Quit India Movement in 1942. 

3. He was first elected to the Legislative Assembly of Bihar in 1952 and continued as Member for 
10 years. On his re-election to the State Assembly in 1969, he became a Cabinet Minister and held 
ministerial post till 1975. He was elected to the Lok Sabha for the first time in 1980 and became a Union 
Minister of State for Energy in 1983, but returned to the State soon to a ssumc the mantle of Chief Minister- 
ship. After holding this office for about two years, he rejoined the Council of Ministers at the Centre 
as Minister of State with independent charge of Supply and Textiles and served in this capacity for Six 
months. He was returned to the Lok Sabha in a bye-election in December, 1985. He became Minister 
of State for Petroleum and Natural Gas (Independent charge) in January, 1986. 

4. He served the country with earnestness and dedication as Chief Minister of Bihar and as Minister 
of State at the Centre. In his death the country has lost an able administrator and a wise statesman.
